Volcano

Emits

l\éc_mster Rocks

Phenomenon Recalls Primitive;
Days of the Formation of
the Earth.

NEWSPAPER MAN TELLS OF IT

Volcano on Kamchatka Hurls Rocks
Larger Than Ships Through
the Alr—Has 65 Volcanoes,

20 of Which Are Active.
Tokyo.—Showers of rocks larger
than ships were hurled from a raging
volcano on Kamchatka, where a fer-
rible and magnificent volcanic phe-
momenon occurred some weeks ngo, re-
‘calling the primitive days of the for-

mation of the earth,

After having been wrecked and
washed away on the shore of Kam-
chatka, Frederick McCormick, a well-
known newspaper correspondent, wit-
nessed the extraordinary eruption.

Worites of Spectacle.

In a report to the Japun Advertiser,
Mr. McCormlek says:

“On arriving at Hakodate, In north-
ern Japan, I heard from a fisherman
of an earthquake above Hokkaldao,
and the disappearance In the sea,
September 5, of a part of the Island
of the Kurlle group. The earthquake
extended from Hokkaldo to the Aleu-
tians, and was but a prolongation of
the selsmatie phenomena occurring In
Kamchatka, where I was wrecked on
the Kronotsky peninsula. sen days
fater, sixty sea miles to the south, I
found myself at Semischik. From there
I saw the magnificent eruption of
volecano Karlmskaya, Above a moun-
taln ridge which lay between we could
see, without the ald of glasses, the
expulsion of showers of racks, many
of which must have been larger than
ships, as they flew through the sky
In glant parabolas. Only the flowery
crest of the eruption was visible to
us as It played agalnst the sky. The
smoke column, tilted southward by
he wind, reached upwarda thousands
of feet, and In two days the smoke
Floud extended 100 mliles down the
coast and out to sea.

Sprinkled With Dust.

“Then the wind shifted to the west
and the ship was sprinkled with vol-
canle dust, There was a great roar
like the sound of an artillery battle,
and It was reported that the water
of Kronotsky bay had risen In tempera-
ture 5% degrees, while mnagnetic dis-
turbances rendered the ship's compass
unworkable, Fearing a subterranean
gea-wave we put out forty-five miles
off the shore, and on September B,
recorded a violent earthquake which
shook the ship, The same wos ex-
perienced at the Commandorsky Is-
lands and Ust Kamchatka,

“There are few places where the dl-
rect and positive force of nuture can

he realized o Intensely as In this far
away land.

“There are about sixty-five voleanoes
in Kamchatka, of which twenty are
active, There Is no historlan to record
their great doings, except an as-
tonished fisherman, 1,000 to 1,200 miles
away. A geographlcal expedition from
Bweden Intends to announce next year
the results of its sclentific work In
Kamchatka,"

Season Offers Wonderful Op-
portunities to the Trapper.

United States Becomeas the Greatest
Fur Producing Country in the
World—Stocks Worked Off
and Market Now Bare.

New York.—The United States. In the
past few years has become the great-
est fur producing country in the world,
dolng a business In furs runoing from

£50,000,000 to $100,000,000 a year and |
outstripping northern Canada, |

Alaska and Siberia, long consldered
supreme a8 fur producing centers,
Fur bearing animals abound In the
great farming districts of this eountry
und thousands are captured each year
by trappers. While skunk and musk-
rat ure the most Important and most
numerous of these animals found, there
are plenty of mink, raccoons and other
small members of the furry tribe
which the wily trapper may take In
the open season at a good profit.
This season promises to be the bhest
In many years In point of the number
of animals taken and the prices paid
for raw furs. Very little trapping
was done last senson. The drop In
values which came during the pre
vious summer hit the fur market hard,
leaving an lmmense collection of high
priced furs in the hands of the buyers.

Attacking In large numbers, ma-
chines of {his type will be able to an-
nihllute eltles with Incendlury explo-
slves and polgon guses, without loss of
n singld life to the attncking forces,
experts declare,  In amctunl warfare,

In the years preceding the World
wir, trappers recelved from twenty
cents to fifty cents each for musk-
rat pelts and from one dollar to three
dollars for skunk pelts. Living costs
then were 40 per cent lower than
they are today and wages show nbout
the same difference, By comparing
these conditlons with prices prevalllng
| todny It Is shown that muskrats are
| worth three times as much as they
were then, while other furs are pro-
' portlonately higher,

The high prices of today and the
abundance of fur-bearing animals of-
fer an opportunity to the trapper which
has seldom been equalled, while resl-
dents of smaller towns and even the
farm boy and schoolboy will find a
chance for a profitable occupation dur-
| Ing spare hours,
